Simmons, a very respectable woman, 
was expostulating with him, trying to I 
get him to go away and not swear and 
blackguard in the presence of her daugh-1 
t ei s. when he shot her through the heart, 
in the presence of a number of wit¬ 
nesses. He made good his escape. In 
the last two years he has gone by the 
name or W Ulianas, Anderson and Scott.
